Allen Discusses 
'Theatres of War' 

Canadian Club . 
Hears Correspondent 
Praise Underground 

Jay Allen, war correspondent 
and author addressed the Women's 
Canadian Club in the Mount Royal 
Hotel yesterday afternoon. Mr. 
Allen who spolie on the "Theatres 
o'f War" gave warning that though 
the war may be in its final stages 
we can still conceivably lose the 
peace. ' ' 

Mr. Allen considered it a 'mir- 
acle' that through all the mis- 
taltcs and errors of the past five 
years the people of Europe still 
believed In the democracies, par- 
ticularly when such things as 
"Warsaw going under for the sec- 
ond time without help," happened 

He paid high tribute to the efforts 
of the underground for their un- 
daunted heroism during the occu- 
pation and their vital help before 
and during the invasion. 

His hope for the future, he- said, 
was to establish a real community 
of men, and women who believed 
in freedom who could take to the 
meeting ground of Western Eu- 
rope, ideological as well as manu- 
factured goods which would not 
be found wanting. 

Mrs. A. T. Henderson, the presi- 
dent, was in the chair and intro- 
duced and thanked the speaker.

Hears Jay Allen 

'The Victory Is Yours' 
Is Topic of Speech 
Of Opening Lecture 



'•The Victory Is Yours" was the 
subject of a talk given by Jay Al- 
len, war correspondent, to the 
People's Forum last evening. This 
was the opening lecture of the 
series to be held throughout the 
season. 

Throughout the balance of the 
speech, Mr. Allen illustrated his 
points with personal experiences, 
and showed that should the war be 
won and not the peace, we cannot 
consider the war as being won. 

"It is interesting,"' he said, "that 
during peacetime, wc prepare and 
formulate the plans of war, and 
while the war is raging, we plan 
the peace.'" 

Mr. Allen went on to say that 
the peace must bring with It the 
survival of belief and respect in 
Democracy and the Demociatlc 
Ideals. After the last war, the vie 
tors built up opposition and fatten 
cd their enemies, thus bringing 
about the second World War. Dur 
Ing the present conflict' the faith 
of the European countries In our 
democratic system has been lower 
ed, he said, had the aforementioned 
countries not stood up against Hit 
1er nnd his bandit crew. We would 
now be fighting in' Brazil and 
Florida. To keep the peace, we must 
make a peace with Justice, and It 
must also be realized that the peace 
will be tougher than the war.

TIio proposal for .some sort of National Stii- 
dcnl-s' Union, citlicr ns a revival and reorgan- 
ization of tlic now dormant National Federation 
of Canndiun University Students, or as an en- 
tirely new Union, is a sound one with which 
few will quarrel. 

The idea of .starting afresh with a new 
N.S.U. was initiated this siimmer by the west- 
ern universities, that of Saskatchewan taking 
the lead. The president of the Students' Society 
of Saskatchewan sent letters to all other Can- 
adian universities, and organized a Western 
Conference attended by the Universities of 
B.C., xVlbcrta, Saskatchcn;an, and Manitoba. 

When the question'^ cwiic before the Stu- 
dents' Council of McGill it was decided that 
iri view of the backlog of records and funds in- 
volved, it would be just ns well to reorganize 
the N.F.C.U.S. It was reeommended that the 
possibility of such a reorganization be inves- 
tigated. If this reorganization is found possible, 
the Council will submit the question to a meet- 
ing of the Students' Society "for its consider- 
ation". 

Before examining some suggestions for a 
blueprint of the part which each university's 
student body will play in the proposed national 
executive, or how that part is to be played, it 
would be well to review briefly some of the 
objects and functions of a Notional Students' 
Union. Such functions would obviously cover 
those student activities and problems which 
are common to all Canadian universities, and 
which are susceptible to a common solution 
or treatment. 

Problems which student bodies have in 
common include: a) the treatment and assimi- 
lation of returned men enrolled for college 
courses; b) the broadening of university en- 
trance requirements beyond mere financial 
ability; c) military training; and d) the re- 
vival of intercollegiate sports. 

Activities common to all universities which 
might bo dealt with by a national federation's 
executive could be listed as: o) student gov- 
ernment, its part in the decisions affecting 
universities, and its degree of representiiUon 
and responsibility; b) student newspapers, 
which already have at hand a very useful 
means of inter-varsity communication, the 
Canadian University Press; o) debating, a 
main function of the old N.F.C.U.S., and one 
which takes almost equal rank with intercol- 
legiate sports; d) exchange scholarships, not 
only between French and English colleges, but 
between Canada and other countries. 

The field which could be covered is wider 
than we have indicated, but for the purpose 
of preliminary discussion and organization; 
the points listed are sufficient. The main ques- 
tion before us now is: What arc wc going to 
do about this national students' federation? 

The answer is simply that if we want the 
federation to reflect our viewpoints and pro- 
jects, we must take an active share in its re- 
establishment and in the planning of its course. 
For this, it is necessary that a representative 
committee of interested students be formed to 
draw up a blueprint. This would then be sub- 
mitted along with the plans, if any, of the 
other universities. This blueprint must, of 
course, be ratified by our Students' Society. 

The committee which must discuss and 
draft IMcGill's idea of the National Students' 
Federation eould be formed on the same basis 
as that which constitutes the War Council. ^V'e 
invite interested club and society representa- 
tives io put themselves on record, BolÛiat eiich 



Contemporary Art 

An Analysis 

— H. Peter Oberlander 



(Mr. Oberlander has undertaken to comment in 
this article on the exhibition of paintings bu IViltiam' 
Arms()on0 now on view in the Royal Victoria Col- 
Icoe.^ 



The first assembly of paintings at the Royal Vic- 
toria College in the present session consists of oils 
by Willl.nm Walton Armstrong. Nearly all work on 
view was carried out during the past five years and 
indeed conveys a very clear picture of the artist's 
evolution during that period. William Armstrong 
has gone a long way in a rcmarltably short time. 
Throughout all his paintings a very definite classic 
quality can be seen. In "Head, study of Robert 
Hall," the restraint formalized presentation very 
clearly points to Greek sculpture and vase painting. 
This work was executed during 1941 and loaned by 
Gordon Webber for the exhibition. "Portraithead,". 
undertalcen three years later, still very definitely 
shows this Greek influence in both representation 
and composition. 

"Still lite with grapefruit," February 1044, loaned 
by Arthur Lismcr, formed a very valuable experi- 
mental basis for the later "Still-lifc with Plumes," 
August 1944. In this painting the forceful talent of 
William Armstrong comes to the fore in the exceed- 
ingly simple and honest composition. This vivid, 
plastic representation in both colour and form re- 
veals a very sure and sensitive painter. 

In almost all exhibited work the frame forms a 
considerable and intricate part of the picture. They 
all are frames remodeled, repainted and reused. 
Some of them are quite overwhelming and add a 
touch of grim reality to the canvass. "Boy's Head," 
1043, in Its frame has a very mystic and psycholog- 
ically confused atmosipherc; the boy seems troubled. 

"The portrait o£ Mrs. John Bland" which is Arm» 
strong's latest work indicates a great deftness of 
touch and an inevitability about its composition 
which is quite impressive. In this as in "Portrait of 
Mette Auger" a fine understanding of texture of 
garments and materials is given expression in subtle 
colouring. Several Landscapes arc also on display 
and again show a wide range of expression. "Land- 
scape, north of Kingston road" is an early painting 
of the artist and exhibits a very different character 
than "Green landscape", executed only two years 
later. Here colour and its distribution on the can- 
vass is the sole medium ot composition. "Landscape, 
June 1914" is of the same class, but lacks a certain 
selection ot form, so prominent in other works. Wil- 
liam Walton Armstrong is a thoroughly contempor- 
ary artist with a sincere classical tradition in colour 
and composition and wc indeed hope to see more of 
his work very soon. 

The present exhibition does full credit to Its 
sponsor the Women's Union, and also to Margaret 
Williamson who arranged the display. The paint- 
ings will be on view till Monday, November 6th in 
the R.V.C. Common Room.

Palestine 

In connection with recent arti- 
cles written by Mr. Sterling and 
Mr. Gonsalves on ' the "Palestine 
Incident," I should like to use some 
of your valuable space to point out 
some definite facts regarding this 
incident. 

First ot all, I must state, that this 
smalt group of Jewish terrorists 
neither belong to nor represent any 
political group in Palestine. Hence 
any "act of sabotage impeding the 
war effort" on their part mu;t of- 
ficially i}Q considered as non-polit- 
ical. Secondly, this group has com- 
mitted these acts, whatever they 
arc, under extreme government 
provocation. 

Today, unfortunately, some Jews 
have assimilated themselves with 
the alien idea that might is right 
and have adopted terrorism, rather 
than self-restraint, as a means of 
achieving their political aims. No 
responsible Jewish individuals ap- 
prove of such methods as It Is con- 
trary to all Jewish teachings and 
practices. 

Whilst wo condemn Jewish ter- 
rorism, we certainly do not ap- 
prove of terrorism practised by 
British officials. We mustn't forget 
that this Jewish terrorism came 
about onltf through extreme gov- 
ernment provocation. For instead 
of facilitating the formation of 
the Jewish National Homeland as 
she solemnly pledged, she Issued 
the White Paper ot 1039 barring 
Jewish entry into Palestine in their 
greatest hour of peril. 

To Mr. Gonsalves' statement that 
Britisli officials have suppressed 
Arab terrorism as effectively as 
Jewish terrorism is only a half- 
truth. I should like to refer to the 
riots of '36-'39 when Britain sent 
a force of 15.000 soldiers into Pal- 
estine to stop a major outbreak 
of Arab terrorism. These troops, it 
must be pointed out, remained in- 
actively in their barracks through- 
out a period of three years of ter- 
rorism prior to the war and only 
when World War ll began did the 
government clamp down on the ri- 
oters with military aid. And they 
did It in quick time too. 

I should like to enlighten Mr. 
Gonsalves and refer him to Pgs. 
163-170 in the "Forgotten Ally," 
written by Pierre van Passen, to 
obtain a truer perspective of what 
was happening in Palestine during 
the riots in 1038.

From reading recent arguments 
in the Political Comment column 
on the fall of Warsaw it seems ob- 
vious- that the authors unite in de- 
nouncing Russia as being imperi- 
alistic and treacherous in allowing 
the Warsaw patriots under General 
Bor to be overcome without the 
slightest Russian resistance. It 
seems obvious that the writers 
have capitalized on their distrust 
of Russia, mixing it with sentimen- 
tality over the dramatic episode of 
the patriot's resistance. Evidently 
few of them have stopped to look 
any farther than this Into the gen- 
cral situation. 

It would be a matter of "pres- 
tige" for the Russians if they were 
to capture Warsaw it is true— but 
at the momenlr it Is not expedient. 
For the past months the Russians 
have been steadily pushing the 
Germans back. This was a hard 
job but not nearly as hard as it is 
to be now that the Russians are on 
the threshold of Germany proper. 
This fact is proved true by the fan- 
atlcal resistance our own troops are 
meeting at the western borders of 
Germany. Having driven the Ger- 
mans back to B point near the bor- 
der, not only because they are 
meeting fanatical resistance, but 
also because they wish to regroup 
their troops at positions of geogra- 
phic advantage. The Vistula river 
of which they are on one side and 
Warsaw on the other is one of 
these natural stopping points, it 
would give them great honour in 
the eyes of the world to cross this 
river and capture Warsaw. If this 
were done they would naturally

have to press on because to remain 
in Warsaw would mean they 
\vould be subject to countless 
counter attacks which would cost 
them many soldiers. Thus, on the 
day the Russian High Command 
thinks it advisable, then and only 
then, will they push on, engulfing 
Warsaw on their way. 

Obviously, it would have done 
them no good to aid the patriots 
but would have meant more lives 
wasted. In answer to the accusa- 
tion that Russia appealed to the 
patriots to rise— we have only to 
go back about 3. months to what 
we were thinking about all this. 
Warsaw's fall was expected immin- 
ent by us. Would it be too much 
to think that the Russians thought 
better of attempting to capture it 
Immediately when they saw the 
resistance they had to meet.

POLITICAL JOTTINGS 
Wc don't know how many of you arc inltrcslcd in the American 
presidential election, but an intercstine item caught our eye in the 
Herald the other day. As followers of the political scene in the States 
know, the rrcsidciU recently spoke at Ebbcts Field, liomc of tiic hapless 
Brooklyn Dodgers, a team which only recently li:is raised itself above 
eighth place. He also spoke at Shibe Vai k, home of both the Philadelphia 
Phillies (now Blue Jays) and the Athletics, teams which have been con- 
ceded last place In their respective leagues since 1931, nt least. 

The Herald thinks it no mere coincidence that the President is 
speaking at the parks where the te.ims have done so badly, but is sure 
that the Democratic National Committee tlioupht that the fans would 
certainly come out for someone who has a good chance of coming in 
first, and cannot possibly finish worse than second. 

We don't believe that there Is anything much more CNciting in 
football than seelni; an outside leap up In the air to snag a long 
forward pass anil then dndgins npnoslng players and .sprinting a few 
yards to finally score a touchdown. In the game last Saturday, the 
forward pass was used extensively by both teams, although to Ver- 
dun's disadvantage. 

ADVANTAGE OF FOnWAUDS 
Wc think that the forward pass Is more suited to the Canadian 
game than to the American. There arc many advantages in our 
rules that do not occur in theirs. The main one, of rnursr, is that 
no Interference Is permitted under our rules, thereby decreasing 
the chance of a long gain overground. 
Another decided advantage is in the number of players. Having 
twelve men permits a larger number of eligible receivers and of the 
passer's prolcctor.'i. Still another is that the oppoflng defence is lined 
up BO per cent, of the time In 6-3-2-1-formation, thereby eliminating 
different pass plays for different defences. 

Of course there arc disadvantages. The three downs permitted make 
it virtually impossible for a team to make first down if a pass is in- 
complete. A team down in opposing territory, can usually make one 
point safely, and doesn't need to take the chance of completing a long 
pass for a touchdown, unless they arc behind. Bui on the whole the 
whole the advantages far outweigh the disadvantages. 

LATERAL PASSES 
The Canadian rules also favour the lateral pas-., a play which 
has disappeared, like the vanishing Indian, from the American 
scene. In 48 pro football games exactly 18 lateral passes were 
thrown. 1-3 by one team. 11 Is the lateral pass that the moguls on 
the Eastern Rules Committee point lo whenever someone Is so rash 
as to suggest that unlimited Interference or even Intcrfrencc up to 
ten yards from scrimmage be allowed. 

There is no reason for fear, however. If the American public 
could sec a few lateral passes, they would soon demand them as 
they arc an Interesting and eselling part of the game.. Tho only 
play closely resembling a lateral pass that we saw this year occurred 
In the Harvard-Uoston CoUorc came, when the ball was knocked 
out nf a man's hand Into the hand of a player behind hira. who, 
surprised as he might have been, ran ten more yards. 
But, though it has gone from pro football, the lateral pass was used 
very successfully in the Notre Dame-Illinois game. The fighting Irish 
won on a compound flea flicker, on which play the quarterback laterals 
to a halfback who tlirows a forward to another back who laterals to on 
end who goes for a long gain. This play had been used successfully by 
the Fighting Irish before, and It gave them their margin of victory as 
they won 13-7. 

Throwing a ball any distance is easier lhan carrying It. When all 
coaches realize this and build up an aerial attack, the Canadian game 
will win back the popularity it had years ago.

mail about once a week. 

old Papers 

These papers are weeks and even 
months old. The races they report 
were run long ago. and the bets 
paid. Sounds pretty stale, and yet 
the day the papers arrive at the 
Jungle camp there is tension In the 
air. Right after evening chow, the 
men mako for tbe fiuonset but

Each single issue comes scaled 
and dated. One of the men acts as 
steward and bookie, takes charge 
of the papers and formally opens 
the first one.

Results Announced

ard just ends tho suspcivsc by read- 
ing off the winners, you've missed 
the whole idea. Using the brief 
newspaper accounts as guides, he 
vividly describes each race from 
the parade to tho post to the finish.

and Hume Cronyn was obliged to 
deliver his dramatic monologue In 
small doses, as, if and when the 
skeleton appeared,. 

When questioned about the 
Players Club, Cronyn stated that 
although some of the productions 
staged were very creditable, the 
organization suffered from the fact 
that its personnel changed so 
rapidly from year to year that the 
standard of production suffered in 
consequence, but that it a stable 
Little Theatre group could be built 
up with the Players club, or a 
similar organization as its nucleus, 
it could be the founding of a native 
Canadian drama, 

Hume Cronyn received his pro- 
fessional start in the height of the 
depression with the Barter Thea- 
tre, a stock company that loured 
the Southern states, accepting farm 
produce to the value of 35 cents if 
cash was tight at the time.

to a Polish refugee student who 
served under him. He says Bor is 
a fascist of the worst kind. My in- 
formant has several times heard 
Bor stale his hatred of Russia. Bor 
has repeatedly said he would do 
anything to harm the Soviets. 

The London Polish government 
was dealt with by Churchill in his 
speech Friday. "M the Polish gov- 
ernment had taken the advice we 
tendered them at the beginning of 
this year, the additional complica- 
tion produced by the formation of 
the Polish National Commilcc of 
Liberation at Lublin would never 
have arisen. 

Thus we sec that the London 
Poles were the aggressors in every 
way until even Churchill has be 
come disgusted. 

It is true that l.A. read more 
into the original Political Comment 
than there. Russia wasn't as di- 
rectly maligned there as it was in 
the 'Warsaw Replies' of T. M. and 
Leo Zakuta. l.A. has, however, air- 
ed a matter which needed lo be 
exposed in its entirety to the pub- 
lic. Skilful propaganda has left the 
Western world with a false Idea of 
the supposed wrong suffered by the 
Polish. Government in Exile.

dicatcd the need for such aid. New 
products had been developed be- 
cause they fitted into a plant's pro- 
ductive facilities but often without 
consideration of their suitability to 
selling either in volume or in re- 
lation to other products in the 
firm's seling effort. Sales organi- 
zations had ben reduced by army 
enlistment and the remaining sales 
people had grown "physically old 
and mentally scnjlc under the soft- 
ening Influence of .huge orders 
from one customer, the govern- 
ment." Advertising had suffered a 
widespread lapse In describing the 
firm's products, company execu- 
tives had been and still were under 
too much pressure in turning out 
war goods to be able to think and 
act constructively In planning 
peacetime commercial activities. 

Research men, whether full time 
employees or ' consultants, Mr. 
Cowan said, could give .'timely and 
effective aid to open-minded ex- 
ecutives by helping them to accom- 
plish basic /steps towards recon- 
version. ■ : 

Marketing research should be 

held responsible for interpreting 
the effect of basic changes in de- 
mand upon business of the indivi- 
dual concern, thus enabling its 



management to readjust its policies, 
Stressing some of the unfavorable 
factors to be considered in the 
post-war world for industrial goods, 
he stated that "whether the large 
replacement of producers goods 
will take place promptly or not, 
hinges largely on whether industry 
succeeds In accumulating adequate 
reserves for repairs and new addi- 
tions to plant and equipment. 
Other disturbing factors were the 
time lag involved in reconversion 
of some plants; over-expansion of 
some raw material producers and 
many fabricators; readjustment of 
war-expanded plant departments to 
a peacetime basis; government 
ownership of some competing 
plants; unusual severity of plan and 
labor adjustments in some geogra- 
phic locations; higher production 
costs and difficulties in reducing 
them because of legislation and 
union contracts fixing wages, hours 
and conditions of work; the un- 
certain and temporary nature of 
export markets unless imports 
were allowed to pay for exports in 
the long run. 

Mr. Cowan summarized the op- 
portunities of commercial rcscarcii 
to be of help to business manage- 
ment, in the period immediately 
ahead as follows: to appraise the 
effect of basic market trends on 
the particular business; to develop 
products in harmony with market 
demand; to' study the proper com- 
bination of products to sell; 
to cbooso the most effective and 
economical channels of distribu- 
tion; to select customers profitable 
to sell; and, to develop sound pro- 
cedure in rebuilding and revitaliz- 
ing sales organization.
